CLIMATIC EFFECT. 


Evidence of a geologically recent 


change m tho earth's equal or and poles 
are two numerous and convincing to be 
overlooked and that the great change 
bears innumerable examples of the 
great and controlling influences of 
climate on animal and vegetable life. 


Before that equatorial change the 


earth's equator surely extended from 
tho vk'iiuty of Cape Horn along tho 
western coasts of South and North 
Aineiica, through the Aleutian islands 
of Alaska, thiough Asia fcy way of the 
high lauds of Tibet and by way of the 
Antarctic- continent to Cape Horn. 


At that time the south pole covered 


Australia and the north pole was situ- 
ated north of Greenland and west of 
Gibralter. 


The geological formations of the earth 


as divided and distributed by Geolog- 
ists will conform to this theory and to 
no other. Western Africa and eastern 
Soutl1 America near and north of the 
present equator gave indisputable 
evidences of having possessed, 
for 


Ion ages, similar climates and such 
are uot now found south of 40 degrees 
of north latitude, or north of 40 de- 
gree south latitude. 


Ah along tho eastern coasts of North 


A-nerica, the western coasts of Europe 
and the southarn coast of Greenland 
are found indisputable evidences that 
these countries about the sr-.me time 
possessed tho same climate as north- 
eastern South America 'and western 
Africa, 


How is it possible for such thingd to 


without these countiies having 


lands of Asia the race long ago passed 
its zenith of development and is now 
on the decline. 


The African highlands are now situ- 


ated as to the equator as the highlands 
of Asia were when the Aryan race was 
aeiug developed and Central Afiica 
wa& then located as to the earth's equa- 
;or as Central Asia now is. 


Evidently Egypt was the first coun- 


.ry of modern geologic time where 
civilization developed and this accords 
with Jthe supposed equatorial change 
and with the history recorded by Solon 
and Hipparchus that Egypt is so fa- 
vored by location as to escape tho con- 
vulsions which, at long intervals, al. 
most destroy^ the human race. The 
supposed equatorial change would havo 
md but little effect on the country that 
produced Barneses.

eastern equatorial South America they 
were covered with glaciers, ice and 
snow at least a mile thick and about 
the same time eastern North America 
and western Europe were in precisely 
the same condition.

poles, aud from these causes the earth 
at the poles is about thirteen miles be- 
low an absolute level, and the ancient 
poles having been near the Azores and 
on the opposite side of the earth left 
depressions, which being filled up by 
water when the earth's equator and 
poles changed, is the only explanation 
that can be given why we find the two 
deepest purts of the ocean? at those two 
opposite points.
